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The Joint Legislative Commission on Municipal Incorporations was created in
1986 by the General Assembly to conduct an independent review and evaluation of
proposed municipal incorporations. This evaluation, to be conducted in accordance with
a statutory set of objective criteria, is designed to allow the General Assembly to see the
feasibility of the proposed new municipality. The Commission consists of four members
of the General Assembly, one city official, and one county official. A list of members
appears as Appendix A.

The criteria includes specifics as to community support, (a petition is required)
population, land development, nearness to other urban areas, and ability to provide
municipal services at a reasonable tax rate. A copy of the statutes authorizing the
commission and setting up the review standards is attached as Appendix B.

During the current review cycle, the Commission on October 27, 1998 received a
petition proposing the incorporation of the Town of Bermuda Run in Davie County. A
copy of the petition is attached as Appendix C.

Upon receiving the petition, the Commission asked the Division of Community
Assistance of the Department of Commerce to evaluate the proposal under G.S. 120-161.
The Division made the evaluation (a copy of which is attached as Appendix D), and
based on that evaluation, the Commission on January 28,1999 found that the preliminary
requirements of G.S. 120-163 and G.S. 120-164 had been met.

The Commission asked the Division of Community Assistance of the Department
of Commerce to evaluate the proposal under G.S. 120-167 through G.S. 120-170 upon
receiving clarification from the Village of Clemmons and the City of Winston-Salem as
to whether they approved the incorporation of the Town of Bermuda Run. The Village
of Clemmons provided a resolution expressly approving the incorporation but the City of
Winston-Salem refused to provide such a resolution. The Division made the evaluation
(a copy of which is attached as Appendix E), and found that the statutory requirements
have been met if the Commission determines that the Yadkin River is a major river
separating the proposed Town of Bermuda Run from the City of Winston-Salem such
that the provision of services by the City to the proposed Town is infeasible or cost
prohibitive.

On March 12,1999, the Commission held a public hearing on the incorporation of
the Town of Bermuda Run in Winton-Salem, North Carolina. Ten persons spoke in favor
of incorporation and three spoke in opposition.



The Commission finds that the Yadkin River is a major river as provided in
G.S. f20-f66@X2)' making the provision of services from the City of Winston-Salem
to the proposed Town of Bermuda Run infeasible or the cost prohibitive. The
Commission further finds that the proposed Town of Bermuda Run meets the
standards required by Article 20 of Chapter 160A of the General Statutes, and
recommends incorporation of the area as the Town of Bermuda Run.

Joint Legislative Commission on Municipal Incorporations.

Part 1. Organization

S 120-158. Creation of Coqmission.
(a) There is created the Joint Legislative Conmission on

Municipal Incorporations, referred to in this Article as
"Commission".

(b) The Commission shall consist of six members, appointed as
follows:

( I ) Two Senators appointed by the President Pro Tempore
of the Senate;

(21 Th'o House members appointed by the Speaker;
( 3 ) One city manager or el-ected city official,

(4 ) One county commissioner or county manager,
appointed by the Speaker from a list of three
eligible persons nominated by the North Carolina
Association of County Commissioners.

5120-159. Terms.
Members sha1l be appointed for terms ending June 30, 1987, and

subsequently for two-year terms beginning July Lt L987 ' and
biennially thereafter. A member eligible when appointed may
continue for the remainder of the term regardless of the member's
continued etigibility for the category. The Commission shall
elect a chairman from its membership for a one-year term.

S120-150. Compensation.
Members of the Commission who are members of the General

Assenbly shall receive subsistence and travel alfowances as
provided by G.S. 120-3.1. Members who are State officers or
employees shall receive subsistence and travel allowances as
provided by G.S. 138-6. All other members sha1l receive per diem,
subsistence, and travel allowances as provided by G.S. 138-5.

S 120-161. Facilities and staff.
The Commission may meet in the Legislative Building or the

Legislative Office Building. Staff for the Commission shall be



provided by ttre Legislative Services Commission. The Commission
may contract with the Institute of Government, the Local
Government Commission, the Department of Environment and Natural
Resources, or other agencies as may be necessary in conpleting
any requj-red studies, within the funds appropriated to the
Commission.

5120-162. Reserved for future codification purposes.

PART 2. Procedure for Incorporation Review.

S120-163. Petition.
(a) The process of seeking the recommendation of the Commission

is conrmenced by filing with the Commission a petition signed by
fifteen percent ( 15? ) of the registered voters of the area
proposed to be incorporated, but by not less than 25 registered
voters of that area, asking for incorporation.

(b) The petition must be verified by the county board of
elections of the county where the voter is alleged to be
registered. The board of elections shall cause to be examined the
signature, shall place a check mark beside the name of each
signer who is qualified and registered to vote in that county in
the area proposed to be incorporated, and shall attach to the
petit,ion a certificate stating the number of voters registered in
that county in the area proposed to be incorporated, and the
total number of registered voters who have been verified. The
county board of elections shall return the petition to the person
who presented it within 15 working days of receipt.

(c) The petition must include a proposed name for the city, a
map of the city, a list of proposed services to be provided by
the proposed municipality, the names of three persons to serve as
interim governing board, a proposed charter, a statement of the
estimated population, assessed valuation, degree of development,
population density, and reconmendations as to the form of
government and manner of election. The proposed municipality may
not contain any noncontiguous areas.

(d) The petitioners must present to the Commission the verified
petition from the county board of elections.

(e) A petition must be submitted to the Commission at least 60
days prior to convening of the next regular session of the
General- Assembly in order for the Commission to make a
reconmendation to that session.

S120-164. Notification.



(a) Not later than five days before submitting the petition to
the Commission, the petitioners shall notify:

( 1 ) The board or boards of county commissioners of the
county or counties where the proposed municipality
is located;

(21 aII cities within that county or countiesi and
(3) AII cities in any other county that are within five

miles of the proposed municipality of the intent to
present the petition to the Commission.

(b) The petitioners shall al-so publish, one per week for two
consecutive weeks, with the second publication no later than
seven days before submitting the petition to the Commission,
notice in a newspaper of general circulation in the area proposed
to be incorporated of the intent to present the petition to the
Commission.

5120-165. Initial inquiry.
(a) The Commission shall, upon receipt of the petition,

determine if the requirements of c.S. 120-1.63 and G.S. L2O-164
have been met. If it determines that those requirements have not
been met, it shall return the petition to the petitioners. The
Commission shall also publish in the North Carolina Register
notice that it has received the petition.

(b) If it determines that those reguirements have been met, it
shall conduct further inquiry as provided by this Part.

*** S 120-166. Additional criteriai nearness to another
municipality.

(a) The Commission may not make a positive recommendation if
the proposed municipatity is located within one mile of a
municipality of 5,000 to 9 ,999, within three miles of a
municipality of 10,000 to 24,999, within four miles of a
municipality of 25,000 to 49,999r or within five miles of a
municipality of 50r000 or over, according to the most recent
decennial federal censusr or according to the most recent annual
estimate of the Of f ice of State Budget and l'lanagement if the
municipality was incorporated since the return of that census.

(b) Subsection (a) of this section does not apply in the case
of proximity to a specific municipality if:

( 1 ) The proposed municipality is entirely on an island
that the nearby city is not on;

(21 The proposed municipality is separated by a najor
river or other natural barrier from the nearby
city, such that provision of rnunicipal services by



the nearby city to the proposed municipality is
infeasible or the cost is prohibitive, and the
Commission shaIl adopt policies to implement this
subdivision;

( 3 ) The municipalities within the distances described
in subsection (a) of this section by resolution
express their approval of the incorporation; or

(4) An area of at least fifty percent (50%) of the
proposed municipality has petitioned for annexation
to the nearby city under c.S. 160A-31 within the
previous ),2 months before the incorporation
petition is subrnitted to the Commission but the
annexation petition was not approved.

*:t:t The 1998 amendment, ef f ective Novembler I, l-998, rewrote
subdivision (b)(3), which formerly read "The nearby municipatity
by resolution expresses its approval of the incorporation; or".
The amendment is applicable to annexatj-ons for which the
resolution of intent is adopted on or after November L, 1998, and
shall not apply to any incorporation proposal originally
presented to the Joint Legislative Comrnission on Municipal
Incorporations prior to that effective date.

5120-167. Additional criteria; population.
The Comrnission may not make a positive reconmendation unless

the proposed municipality has a permanent population of at least
100.

5120-158. Additional criteria; development.
Except when the entire proposed municipality is within two

miles of the Atlantic Ocean, Albemarle Soundr or Pamlico Sound,
the Commission may not make a positive reconmendation unless
forty percent (40?) of the area is developed for residential,
comrnercial, industrial, institutionalr or governmental uses t ot
is dedicated as open space under the provisions of a zoni-ng
ordinance, subdivision ordinance, conditional or special use
permitr or recorded restrictive covenants.

5120-169. Additional criteriai area unincorporated.
The Commission may not make a positive recommendation if any of

the proposed municipality is included within the boundary of
another incorporated municipality, as defined by G.S. 153A-1(1).

(a) Level of Development. The Commission may not make a
positive reconmendation unless the entire area proposed for
incorporation meets the applicable criteria for development under

(b) Services The Commission may not make a positive
recommendation unless the area to be incorporated submits a plan
for providing a reasonable level of municipal- services. To meet
the requirements of this subsection, the persons submitting the
plan for incorporation must propose to provide at least two of
the following services:

5120-170. Findings as to services.
The Commission may not make a positive reconmendation unless it

finds that the proposed nunicipality can provide at a reasonable
tax rate the services requested by the petition, and finds that
the proposed municipality can provide at a reasonable tax rate
the types of servj.ces usually provided by similar municipalities.
In making findings under this section, the Commission shall- take
into account nunicipal services already being provided.

5120-171. Procedures if findings made.
(a) If the Commission finds that it may not make a positive

recommendation because of the provisions of G.s. t20-1.66 through
G.S. L20-L70, it shall make a negative reconrmendation to the
General Assenbly. The report to the General Assembly shal-I list
the grounds on which a negative recommendation is made, along



with specific findings. If a negative recommendation is made, the
Commission shall notify the petitioners of the need for a legally
sufficient description of the proposed municipality if the
proposal is to be considered by the General Assemb1y. At the
request of a majority of the members of the interim board named
in the petition, the Commission may conduct a public hearing and
forward any conrments or findings made as a resuLt of that hearing
along with the negative recommendation.

(b) If the Commission determines that it will not be barred
from making a positive recommendation by G.S. 120-156 through
G.S. 120-170, it shall require that petitioners have a legally
sufficient description of the proposed municipality prepared at
their expense as a condition of a positive reconmendation.

(c) If the Commission determines that it is not barred from
making a positive reconrmendation, it shall make a positive
recommendation to the General Assembly for incorporation.

(d) The report of the Commission on a petition shall be i-n a
form determined by the Commission to be useful to the General
Assemb1y.

5120-172. Referendum.
Based on infornation received at the public hearing, the

Commission may recommend that any incorporation act passed by the
General Assembly sha1I be subnitted to a referendum, except if
the petition contained the signatures of fifty percent ( 50% ) of
registered voters the Commission shaLl not recommend a
referendum.

S120-173. lrodification of petition.
With the agreement of the najority of the persons designated by

the petition as an interim governing board, the Commission may
submit to the GeneraL Assembly reconmendations based on deletion
of areas from the petition, as long as there are no noncontiguous
areas.

5120-174. Deadline for reconmendations.
ff the petition is tinely received under

Commission sha1l make its reconrmendation to
no later than 50 days after convening of the
after submission of the petition.

1.1 fncorporation and corporate oowers. The inhabitanEs of the Town are

a body corporate and politic under t,he name "Town of Bermuda Run. "

The Town of Bermuda Run has all the powers, duties, rights,
privileges, and immunities conferred and imposed on cities by the

general law of North Carolina.

Division of Community Assistance staf has reviewed the petition for incorporation

from Bernruda Run as it relates to NC G.S. 120-166. That section of the General Statute

refers to the nearness of the proposed new 'Town of Bennuda Run' to other

municipalities. Part (a) of that section sets criteria based on the nearness of the proposed

new town to existingmunicipalities and their respwtive Populations. Note that the

General Stanrte requires that the population values be in accordance with the most recent

decennial federal census, ot accoiding to the most recent annual estimate ofthe Office of
State Budget and Managernent ifthe municipality was incorporated since the return ofthat

ceruilrs. These relationships are presented in the following table.

According to the 1990 Census, the Town of Clemmons (1990 Census population

6,020) was the only municipality within one (l) mile of the proposed boundaries for
Bermuda Run. The 1990 population of Clemmons meets the 5,000 threshold. There are

no municipalities within three (3) miles that have a 1990 Census population of at least

10,000. Lewisville (1990 Census population 3,206) is within four (a) miles of the

proposed new town. However, it does not meet the 25,000 threshold. Winston-Salem

(1990 Census population 143,485) is five (5) miles of the proposed new towll and it meets

the 50,000 threshold.

The proposed new Town of Bermuda Run is not entirely on an island so

Subsection (bxl) does not apply. Bermuda Run is separated from both Clemmons and

Winston-Salem by the Yadkin River so Subsection (b)(2) may apply. Finally, the petition

indicated no evidence that Subsection (b)(a) applies (a petition for annexation to nearby

city that was not approved).

Please note that the metes and bounds description and map presented in the

petition were not completely consistent. Also, the information currently available to DCA

was not sufEcient to confirm any of the inconsistancies. A metes and bounds description

is attached to this report. Bold text that is underlined in the attachment higltlights areas

of concern. Please also note that none of those concerns highlighted in the metes and

bounds attachment materially affect the outcome of this assessment of the petition relative

to Nc G.S. 120-166.

The Commission is not precluded from making a positive rccommendation

on the petition for incorporation relative to the proposed Town of Bermuda Run if'
in eccordence with NC G.S. 120-f66.(b)(2)' the Yadkin Rivcr is deemed to make

sewicing from Clemmons or Winston-Salem infeasible or cost prohibitive.

fol-lowing discussion addresses each ofthese sections ofthe General Stahrtes.

NC G.S. 120-167. Additional criteria: population.

NC G.S. 120-167 refers to population and requires that the permanent population

must be at least 100. The petition indicates an estimated population of 1,650, which is

well in excess of the minimum requirement. The Division of Community Assistance

(DCA) performed a land use survey of the subject area. That survey identified 806

dwelling units in the subject area. The 1990 US Census Bureau data indicates an average

of 2.55persons per occupied dwelling and an occupancy rate of 94 Percent' This

suggests that l,g32persons are likelyto reside in those 806 dwellings. However, the

su6j-ect area consisti of primarily mature households. This is exemplified by the 140 unit

apartment complex for ieniors. Therefore, it is likely that the county value for Persons

per occupied dwelling is rather high for the subject area. A population of 1,650 (as

indicated in the petition) is a reasonable estimate for the area in question. It appears that

NC G.S. 120-167. is satisfied.

NC G.S. 120-168. Additional criteria: development.

NC G.S. 120-168. refers to development and requires that at least 40 percent of
the area must be "developed for residential, commercial, industrial, institutional, or

governmental uses, or is dedicated as open space under the provisions of a zoning

6rdinance, subdivision ordinance, conditional or special use permit, or recorded

restrictive covenants.(1985 (Reg. Sess., 1986), c. 1003, s' 1.)"'

DCA used a land use survey combined with an analysis of assessment value

relative to lot size to determine the degree of development. The survey considered

parcels as "developed" if they had land use characteristics that were residential,

commercial, institutional or governmental, industrial, or dedicated open spaces. Tltis

assessment used a residential density minimum of I unit per 5 acres as developed for

residential purposes. I Vacant parcels, forested parcels, or parcels where agricultural use

was predominant were considered 'tndeveloped". For large tracts that were only

partially occupied by for commercial, industrial, institutional, or govemmental uses the

estimatea arei occupied by those uses was considered as developed. DCA's analysis

indicated that 78 percent of the zubject area is developed (please refer to Table Exhibil I and

Map A Appendix A). It appears that NC G.S. 120-16E. is satisfied.

NC G.S. l2Ll69. requires that none of the area proposed for incorporation may

be included within the boundary of another incorporated municipality. DCA compared

the proposed boundary for the Town of Bermuda Run with the most recently updated NC
DOT geographic information system (GIS) data that was provided by NC CGIA and

found no evidence that any of the subject area is part of any incorporated municipality. It
appears that NC G.S. 120-169. is satisfied.

NC G.S. 120-170. Findings as to services.

NC G.S. 120-l7O requires that the proposed municipality can provide, at a
reasonable ta:( rate, the services requested by the petition and that the proposed
municipality can provide at a reasonable tan rate the types of services usually provided by
similar municipalities. To help quantifl' this requirement DCA considered the gross

assessment value of the proposed municipality as its tar base.z DCA compared the
property ta)( rates, property assessment values, and property talr revenues of ten
municipalities that have a population size similar to that of the proposed Town of
Bermuda Run.

For fiscal year 1997-98 the average property to( rate and revenue for the
comparison communities were $0.50/$100 assessment and $300,313, respectively. In
order for the proposed Town of Bermuda Run to generate similar revenues it would have

to levy a property ta:< rate of $0.18/$100 assessment (aszuming a total assessment of
5174,072,340 and a collection rate of 97 percent).

The petition indicated that the proposed town does plan to provide services that
are similar to other municipalities of comparable population. Given the estimated
assessment valuation it is most likely that the community could provide such services at a
reasonable ta( rate. It appears that NC G.S. 120-170. is satisfied.

2 Please note that the County tax recotd information pr,ovided to DCA contained some anomalies and was

missing some data. lvlajor discrepancies were addressed but some vatues nay still be nissfutg; It is most
unlikely that the missing dara would afrect the conclusions presented in this report.
